Donald to collect information. 

2 ges His Guilt. 
For a moment it looked as 
though he was going to repudiate 
his original confession, but later he 
acknowledged his guilt of all the 
charges against him.

Throop’s written confession, made 
at Springfield in the presence of 
the Attorney-General, a Post-Dis 
patch reporter and other witnessen, 
provided a sudden and dramatic in- 
cident in an investigation of the 
whole tax situation in East St. 
Louis, which had been ordered by 
Gov. Horner three hours before the 
tax official decided to make a clean 
breast of his activities. 

“Now that I have told everything 
I feel I have done a good deed,” 
Throop said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. “I am a Scoutmaster 
I can’t bear to consider what my 
boys will think of me. But I am 
going ahead and tell it all, as they 
would want me to, and as my wife 
would want me to. She is a good 
soldier and shé would make me do 
exactly what I have done. 

“I know that I am a ruined man. 
Nevertheless I tell you, on my word 
of honor, that I will do everything 
in my power to co-operate with the 
State in cleaning up the situation 
in St, Clair County. 

“There is a gang of vicious rack- 
eteers in the county that is system- 
atically corrupting officials. It 
should be broken up. What I am 
going to do to that end will hurt 
me terribly, but, after all, it is a 
service that I owe the community. 
The Attorney-General need not 
worry about me. I am going all the 
way with the State.“ 

Throop Weeps as He Tells Story. 
Throop, 56 years old, the father 
of three children and a civic leader 
in East St. Louis, wept as he told 
the Attorney-General of the tax 


frauds 


to do my duty to God and my coun- 
try.” It is the first article of the 
Boy Scout oath. 

Retracing the events leading to 
his confession, Throop mentioned 
Harry Parker, bookkeeper and col- 
lector for his printing company, 
“whom it seems inexorable fate 
sent to me.” 

He repeated his denial that he 
had written the introduction and 
“key” letters hawked about St. 
Louis and East St. Louis by Par- 
ker. The “introduction” letters, writ- 
ten over Throop’s signature, pur- 
ported to introduce Parker as his 
emissary to corporations destined 
for a “shaking down” by the graft 
ring, and the “key” letter, as Par- 
ker denominated it, purported to list 
collections of $25,000 in graft money 
from five St. Louis and East St. 
Léuls corporations. 

“Those letters are childish,” 
Throop said. “I would gladly ad- 


‘mit their authorship if I wrote 


them, because I am _ concealing 
nothing. But no one would be so 
silly as to write and circulate such 
incriminating documents.” 
Explanation of Signature. 

Explaining his signature on them 
he rélated that he had directed 
Parker, a trusted employe, to send 
létters of thanks to seven or eight 
St. Clair County Democrats who 
had written letters of recommen- 
dation for him on his application 
for a State park job, a post he 
wanted because of his interest in 
prehistoric relics of Illinois In- 
dians and mound builders, and be- 
cause of his activity in Boy Scout 
work 

J had no time to write the let- 
ters, so 1 signed my name to seven 
or eight blank sheets of my com- 
pany's stationery and told Par- 
ker to write them,” he said. “I 
am convinced that Parker wrote the 
letters, or had them written be- 
fore he tried to sell them.” 

Parker was discharged from 
Throop’s employ a month ago. The 
letters, falling into the hands of 
two East St. Louis business men, 
came finally to the notice of the 
Post-Dispatch. The investigation, 
begun at once, made possible col- 
lections of the information pre 
sented by the Post-Dispatch to Gov. 
Horner, and led dramatically to 
Throop's confession yesterday. 

Attorney-General to Aid. 

State’s Attorney Zerweck an- 
nounced at Belleville that the grand 
jury’s investigation into Throop’s 
charges would be begun tomor- 
row. He will be assisted by As- 
sistant Attorney-General J. J. Net 
ger, who was detailed by Attorney- 
General Kerner to co-operate in the 
St. Clair County investigation. 

Throop went to Belleville this 
aftérnoon for a conference with 
State’s Attorney Zerweck, who an- 


Thomas Duke, restaurant propri- 
etor at East Alton, III., shot and 
killed his wife, Cora, at 2 p. m. to- 
day, then killed himself.

“Beer selling is no job for wom- 
en or minors,” Hocken declared. 
“Before prohibition women and 
young men under voting age were 
prohibited by State law from work- 
ing as bartenders. I am writing 
the Secretary of State to learn if 
that law cannot be enforced again, 
and we are aiso calling a meeting 
of our executive board to plan fur- 
ther action in the interest of get- 
ting bartenders back in the jobs 
where they belong.” 

Hocken explained that during the

League had 3500 members. Today 
the enrollment is only 222. Hocken 
says he has received a number of 
inquiries for capable union bartend- 
ers since beer returned, and has 
placed quite a few men.

SONSERVATION CAMP 
GROWING RAPDLY 


350 in Line for Noonday Meal 
—900 to Be Enrolled by 
Saturday. 


Busily engaged in pitching tents, 
digging ditches and policing their 
camp recruits of the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps at Jefferson Bar- 
racks prepared the way today for 
additional arrivals who will be put 
to work as fast as they are ad- 
Fitted. 

About 350 men, 75 of them Ne- 
groes, all selected from needy fam- 
lies and destined to work in na- 
tional reforestation projects, were 
in the “chow line“ for noonday 
mess, filling their mess kits with a 
hot meal. Another hundred are ex- 
pected for supper and 200 are 
scheduled to report tomorrow. 

By Saturday night the initial 
complement of 900 men will be en- 
camped for two weeks of condi- 
tioning before being sent to the 
forests. 

Visibly showing the effects of 
undernourishment and months of 
enforced idleness the men com- 
plained of blistered hands and 
aching muscles as they went about 
their work today. Most of them, 
however, appeared eager to do their 
best and all greeting the meals 
with enthusiasm, eating twice as 
much per man as the regulars at 
the barracks who are fed the same 
fare. 

Two of the recruits asked to “re- 
sign” their jobs, explaining that 
they expected the camp to “be a 
sort of vacation” and didn’t realize 
it entailed hard work in prepara- 
tion for at least six months of 
manual labor. N 

Except for an hour of setting up 
exercises the men are occupied in 
making camp but in a few days, 
after all tents are pitched, addi- 
tional duties will be substituted.

MAX GREENBERG,

Subsequently the cases were 
dropped. 

Greenberg’s appeal went to the 
United States Supreme Court, 
where sentence was affirmed, 
whereupon he sought an executive 
pardon of President Wilson. This 
was denied, and in March, 1920, 
Greenberg and his associates en- 
tered Leavenworth prison. 

In September, 1920, Greenberg’s 
sentence was commuted by Presi- 
dent Wilson, and he returned to St. 
Louis. The commutation was due 
to an affidavit obtained by Green- 
berg's lawyer, James E. Carroll, 
trom the chief prosecuting witness, 
materially changing his testimony. 

After his return to St. Louis, 
Greenberg became an active mem- 
ber of a liquor ring, and an ally 
of Constable William T. Egan, 
Democratic city committeeman and 
downtown ward leader. 

Egan negotiated with Green- 
berg for transportation of $2000 
worth of bootleg whisky from Mex- 


ico. The money was paid, but the 


whisky was not delivered. Green- 
berg told Egan the cargo had sunk 
in the Mississippi River, but Egan

would not accept this explanation. 
They fell out, and a feud began. 

The night of March 11. 1921, a 
man sprang from an automobile at 
Sixth and Chestnut streets and be- 
gan firing at Greenberg, who was 
standing with several other men 
by the show window of a cigar 
store. Greenberg’s jaw was frac- 
tured by the first bullet, but he 
saved himself by dodging behind 
John P. Sweeney, a lawyer-poli- 
tician. Sweeney was killed by a 
bullet which entered his neck. 

Constable Egan was arrested, and 
was taken to St. John’s Hospital 
for identification by Greenberg. The 
two eyed each other sharply, but 
neither spoke a word. When a de- 
tective asked Greenberg if Egan 
shot him he turned and gazed out 
the window. 

Greenberg left the hospital a 
month later, and went to East St. 
Louis, but left when warned that, 
so long as Bill Egan was alive, he 
could not hang around St. Louis. 

Killing of Constable Egan. 

The night of Oct. 31, 1921, when 
Constable Egan was standing in 
front of his saloon at 1480 Frank- 
lin avenue, an automobile dashed 
around the corner and a shower of 
bullets was fired at him. He died 
a few minutes later, after he had 
told Father Timothy Dempsey that 
he did not know who shot him. 

The accepted underworld and po- 
lice version of the Egan killing was 
that Greenberg had paid $10,000 to 
get professional gunmen from New 
York to do the killing, and that a 
member of the Hogan gang had 
pointed out Egan to his slayers. 


Greenberg appeared at Police 
Headquarters a week after the kill- 
ing of Egan, and said he had been 
on his way to New York at the 
time the killing occurred. His law- 
yer, Jacob Mackler, and Police In- 
spector Gerk, now Chief of Police, 
had seen him get on the train for 
New York four hours before the 
erasure of Egan. The alibi stood 
up, but Greenberg’s personal safety 
was not enhanced. , 


Attack on Lawyer’s Auto. 


Dec. 30, 1921, Attorney Mackler 
went to Police Headquarters and 
obtained the release of Jimmy 
Hogan, Luke Kennedy’ and Abe 
Goldfeder, who had been held in an 
investigation,’ They started away 
in Mackler’s automobile, and at 
Eleventh and Market streets were 
blocked by another automobile, 
whose occupants fired on them, 
wounding Kennedy. 

Mackler, warned by city detec- 
tives that his life was in danger, 


said the Egans were after: Green- 


berg, not him. 

“Dinty” Colbeck succeeded to 
Egan’s place on the Democratic 
City Committee, and to his gang 
leadership. He moved the gang 
headquarters to Maxwelton, outside 
the city on St. Charles road. Dec. 
21, 1921, George Ruloff, an Egan 
follower, was shot to death in a 
restaurant. Jan. 26, 1922, Jchn 
Doyle, one of the men suspected of 


firing the shots which killed Egan, 
was killed by a city detective in a 
revolver fight near the Hogan sa- 
loon headquarters at Jefferson and 
Cass avenues. April 17 Luke Ken- 
nedy was shot and killed in his au- 
tomobile on a county road. 

When a city detective saw Green- 
berg get aboard a neastbound train 
at Union Station one day in June, 
1922, he advised him to remain away 
for 60 days at least. “It will be the 
longest 60 days you ever saw,” said 
Greenberg, who was flanked by two 
bodyguards. “I’m never coming 
back to this burg.” 

There was a lull in the gang war- 
fare, but in February, 1923, Attor- 
new Mackler was shot to death at 
the wheel of his automobile, by 
men in another car. Reprisals fol- 
lowed. Colbeck’s plumbing shop at 
2215 Washington avenue and the 
Hogan homestead at 3035 Cass ave- 
nue were “shot up” in turn, with no 
casualties, “Little Red” Powers, an 
Eganite, was shot to death as ne 
lay asleep. The Hogan saloon was 
“shot up,” and two innocent by- 
standers were killed. Public indig- 
nation was aroused, and a truce 
between the warring gangs was 
patched up by the efforts of Father 
Dempsey. 

Suspected in Mail Robbery. 

Greenberg was suspected of com- 
plicity in the $2,750,000 robbery of 
a Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & 
Pacific train at Rondout, III., in 
June, 1924. Detectives watched an 
East St. Louis saloon, on informa- 
tion that Greenberg and others 
were to meet there to divide the 
loot, but he did not appear. Green- 
berg soon after announced that he 
had been in New York at the time 
of the Rondout robbery. He said the 
statement of a wounded participant 
in the robbery, who tried to impli- 
cate him, was part of a plot to get 
him back to St. Louis, where he 
could be assassinated. In July, 
1924, the Federal authorities 
nounced Greenberg was under sur- 
veillance, in connection with the 
search for the loot. 

In 1926, a St. Louis narcotic in- 
spector met Greenberg at Hot 
Springs, Ark., where he was wear- 
ing evening clothes and taking part 
in a hotel dance. The inspector 
later quoted Greenberg as saying he 
had left St. Louis with $35,000, had 
run it up to a fortune, and had 
“stayed straight,” keeping away 
from criminals and associating with 
decent people. It appeared, how- 
ever, that bootlegging had been a 
principal source of his wealth. 
Greenberg said he owned two ho- 
tels and a $750,000 loft building in 
New York. 

Colbeck and his principal aids 
were convicted of mail robberies in 
1925-26, and are in Federal peni- 
tentiaries.

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FORECASTER SAY 


AKRON COULD HAVE 
ESCAPED STORM 


Aerologist at Lakehurst De- 
clares · Ship Should Have 
Continued. West Instead 
of Turning East. 


By the Associated Press. 
LAKEHURST, N. J., April 13.— 
chief 
aerologist at the naval station here, 
testified today at the Akron hear- 
ing that, weather research since the 
disaster indicated that by taking 
“any other course except that taken 
in the last few minutes” the airship 


‘might have avoided the storm in 


which it crashed. ° 

“Using hindsight,” Maguire said, 
indicating his opinion was 
on study of the night’s weather 
conditions since the loss of the 
Akron, “it is evident that a contin- 
uance of the course to the west- 
ward at midnight would, as the 
situation turned out, have avoided 
the severe portions of the thunder- 
storm.” 

Previously Lieutenant-Command- 
er Herbert V. Wiley, rescued ex- 
ecutive officer of the Akron, had 
testified that he had suggested to 
Commander F. C. McCord a west- 
ward course, but that McCord, say- 
ing he had seen lightning in the 
west, ordered the course changed to 
the east. 

“The change of course at mid- 
night to the southeast,” Maguire 
said, “led the Akron into the center 
of the disturbance.” Maguire also 
remarked that, had the Akron 
taken an easterly course early in 
the evening and pursued it long 
enough, it also Would have avoided 
the storm. 

“Doubtful” Forecast. 

Lieut. Maguire testified that in 
his opinion the weather forecast 
prepared for the Akron’s takeoff 
April 3 by Lieut. H. M. Wescoat, 
aerologist assigned to the airship, 
was ‘doubtful.” 

“No two forecasters will or can 
agree exactly,” Maguire said, add- 
ing that he himself would not have 
located the pressure fronts and dis- 
turbances as Wescoat, who lost his 
life in the Akron disaster, had. 

Previously, the assistant aerolog- 
ist at the station, Lieut. F. A. I. 
Dartsch, had testified that the 
forecast he had prepared the day 
of the Akron’s last flight had dis- 
agreed with that prepared by Wes- 
coat. Dartsch said his own fore- 
cast predicted possible showers, but 
that Wescoat’s had predicted mostly 
clear weather. Even on his own 
forecast, however, Dartsch said he 
would not have considered weather 
conditions unfavorable to the flight. 

Map on Incomplete Data. 

Maguire said a shallow high 
pressure area over Virginia had ap- 
parently influenced Wescoat most 
in his forecast. He said Wescoat’s 
map was drawn at 11 a. m. on in- 
complete data. 

A forecast made on such a map 
is bound to be doubtful,“ Maguire 
said, indicating doubt on the part 
of the forecaster. 

“I know that Wescoat consid- 
ered the situation dubious, but not 
holding any danger for the Akron.”

The reorganization plan for La- 
tayette-South Side Bank & Trust 
Co., closed since the bank holiday 
began March 4, involves the sub- 
scription of more than $4,000,000 in 
new capital and a possible maxi- 
mum loss to present stockholders 
of $2,107,000, or 98 per cent of 
their investment. 

The loss may be reduced to the 
extent that depreciated bonds and 
other assets recover in value, and 
to the extent that present stock- 
holders acquire stock in a new 
bank organized to take over assets 
and liabilities of the old one. 

For their present stock they are 
to receive stock in the new bank 
equal to two per ceni of their old 
stock, and under the terms of the 
reorganization plan announced last 
night have the right to buy all the 
stock of the new bank at the rate 
of three shares for $100. 

The reorganization plan makes no 
direct provision for South Side Na- 
tional Bank, owned by the Lafay- 
ette-South Side Bank & Trust Co., 
and likewise closed since the 
bank holiday. It was explained, 
however, the new bank will be in a 
position to bolster the South Side 
National to whatever extent may be 
needed without changing its present 
capital structure. 

A statement announcing the re- 
organization plan said both would 
be reopened for unrestricted busi- 
ness within the near future and 
that every depositor would be more 
than adequately protected. The 
South Side National and the Lafay- 
ette-South Side Bank & Trust Co., 
fifth largest in St. Louis, were the 
only full members of the Clearing 
House Association which did not 
receive licenses to reopen promptly. 

Bank’s Incorporators. 

The new bank will be known as 
the South Side Bank & Trust Co., 
and will occupy the quarters of the 
present bank at Broadway and La- 
fayette avenue. Its incorporators 
are August A. Busch Jr., vice-pres- 
ident and general manager of An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc.; Adolphus 
Busch III and R. A. Huber, like 
wise vice-presidents of that com- 
pany: Edgar M. Queeny, president 
of Monsanto Chemical Works, and 
Charles M. Huttig, president of St. 
Louis Lumber Co. 

The Busch family, long interested 
in the Lafayette South Side Bank 
& Trust Co., is said to have con- 
tributed $600,000 toward the $2,580,- 
000 in common stock and capital 
surplus already subscribed for the 
new bank. 

The proposed capital structure of 
the new bank includes 77,400 shares 
of 6 per cent cumulative preferred 
stock with a par value of $20, a 
total of $1,548,000. While no an- 
neuncement is made, it is under- 
stood the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation has been asked to sub- 
scribe for the preferred stock. 

The bank will have an equal num- 
ber of common stock shares with 
the same par value. Stockholders, 
depositors and others interested in 
the present bank have already sub- 
scribed for the common stock. The 
larger depositors were asked to ac- 

cept that stock for 25 per cent of 
their deposits. While the par value 
sf the common stock is $20 a share, 
it was sold on the basis of three 
shares for $100, the difference creat- 
ing a surplus fund of $1,032,000. 

The statement issued over the 
signatures of the five incorporators, 
follows: 

“Articles of agreement were exe- 
cuted and recorded today providing 
for the incorporation sf a trust 
company under the laws of Mis- 
souri to be known as South Side 
Bank and Trust Co. 

“The incorporation of this new 
trust company, with nominal capi-. 
tal, constitutes the first step in the 
plan which has been adopted for 
the re-organization of the Lafay- 
ette-South Side Bank and Trust Co. 
and for the re-opening of the Lafay- 
ette-South Side Bank and Trust Co. 
and the South Side National Bank.

The Heme Loan Corporation 
would be authorized to issue tax- 
exempt bonds up to $2,000,000,000 at 
4 per cent interest, which would 
be exchanged for existing mort- 
gages. The Government would 
guarantee the interest but not the 
principal. : 


Bonds exchanged for mortgages 
would be limited to 80 per cent of 
the value of the mortgaged home, 
as appraised by the corporation. 
Refinancing would be limited to 
homes valued at $10,000 or less, oc- 
cupied by not more than three fam- 
ilies. 

Any markdown in the face value 
of the debt accepted by the mort- 
gagee would be credited to the 
mortgager. ; 

The home owner would amortize 
his debt to the corporation within 
15 years, with interest at 5 per cent. 
The board would have authority to 
grant a three-year extension of 
time for payment of principal or 
interest... - 

In refinancing the home owner, 
the corporation could advance cash 
for the payment of taxes or_assgess- 
ments or provide for necessary 
maintenance or repairs: 

Cash advances for these purposes 
also could be made to home owners 
whose property was not mortgaged 
up to 80 per cent of the value. 


Local Conditions to Govern. 

Federal savings and loan asso- 
ciations would be set up under rules 
and regulations prescribed by the 
Home Loan Corporation, “giving 
primary consideration to the best 
practices of local mutual thrift and 
home financing institutions.” 

“But no such association shall be 
incorporated by the board,” the 
bill says, unlese in its judgment 
the community to served is in- 
sufficiently served by local thrift 
and home-financing institutions. 

„Such associations shall be au- 
thorized to make loans upon homes 
secured by duly recorded home 
mortgages and to invest their funds 
in obligations of the United States 
and in Federal Home Loan Bank 


bonds.“ . 

Each association would auto- 
matically become a member of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank of its 
district in the same manner as 
other institutions. 

Treasury Would Aid. 

The Treasury would subscribe to 
capital in such associations up to 
$100,000 at the request of the 
board, but the amount paid by the 
Government could not exceed capi- 
tal subscribed by other share- 
holders. 

After five years, each associa- 
tion would set aside one-third of 
its receipts to retire the Govern- 


ment holdings. 
Any member of a home loan 


bank could convert itself into a 
Federal institution by vote of its 
stockholders and subject to the 
regulation of the board. 

A separate appropriation of $250,- 
000 is authorized by the bill to en- 
able the board to promote organi- 
zation of these associations. 

The bill would repeal that sec- 
tion of the existing home loan bank 
law under which Federal home loan 
banks are authoribzed to loan di- 
rectly to home owners. 


Senator Robinson (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, in an explanation of the bill 
said there are $20,000,000,000 out- 
standing in home mortgages. 

“The administration is making 
an effort by this bill,” he said, 
“first. and primarily to give im- 
mediate relief to the small home 
owner now in distress and to the 
mortgagees holding these mort- 
gages, and to provide for the pay- 
ment of taxes to prevent the loss 
of homes, and, at the same time, to 
promote the development of a 
sound system of permanent home 
financing. 


Banks to Issue Bonds. 

“The Federal home loan bank sys- 
tem, which is now advancing about 
$10,000,000 a week, the major por- 
tion of which is going into home 
Joans, is not disturbed in any way, 
and it is expected that these banks 
will issue bonds, as provided in the 
Federal home loan bank act, to 
further expand the resources of 
their members to continue lending 
operations until the home mort- 
gage market is fully served.”

JEFFERSON CITY, April 14— 
Tne State Board of Equalization 
today fixed the assessed valuation 
of banks in St. Louis at $25,801,456 
for 1933 taxes, after a hearing, and 
thereby wiped out $8,691,160 of an 
$11,406,864 reduction granted the 
banks recently, when the board de- 
termined the 1933 valuations for 
real and personal property in St. 
Louis. 
The revision of the bank valua- 
tions by the board increases the as- 


sessment of real estate and per- 
sonal property in St. Louis to $1, 
008,375,786, for 1933 taxes. The 
board previously had certified the 
St. Louis valuations for real and 
personal property at $999,684,626. 
After the reduction for the banks 
was ordered by the board, which 
was the only change made from 
valuations reported by the St. Louis 
Assessor, Comptroller Nolte of St. 
Louis asked for a rehearing. 
Charles J. Dolan, St. Louis attorney, 
appeared before the board today on 
behalf of the city. 
The board had ordered the re- 
duction on the St. Louis banks, as 
a part of its policy of assessing 
banks in the State at 60 per cent of 
their book value, with certain ex- 
_eptions. Dolan told the board the 
valuation of larger banks of St. 
Louis already had been lowered to 
that level, through deductions al- 
lowed up to 40 ptr cent, for asgets 
in subsidiary companies. 
The board agreed, and eliminated 
the reduction it had ordered except 
$2,715,504 of the reduction, which 
was allowed to stand for smaller 
and outlying banks. 
The board was notified the banks 
affected did not object to the re- 
vision of their valuation. 
The St. Louis Assessor reported a 
valuation of $1,011,091,490 for realty 
and personal property in St. Louis, 
of which $28,517,160 was for banks. 
In fixing the final valuations re- 
cently, the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion placed the valuation of the St. 
Louis banks at $17,110,225.

BRITISH BILL PERMITTING

Former to Be Director of 
Public Utilities, Latter 
to Head Public Service 
Board. 


Baxter L. Brown, consulting en- 
gineer, has accepted appointment 
as president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service from Mayor-eiect Dick- 
mann. 

Edward E. Wall, former Direc- 
tor of Public Utilities and former 
Water Commissioner, has accepted 
appointment from Dickmann as 
Director of Public Utilities. 

Both probably will take office 
in about a week. Dickmann will 
be inaugurated next Tuesday. 

These are two key positions 
among the important places the 
new Mayor has to fill. Dickmann 
has gone to the Ozarks to plan his 
work as Mayor and to escape job 
seekers. He will return next Mon- 
day. 

Others Still to Be Chosen. 

As director, Wall will serve with 
Brown as one of the five members 
of the Board of Public Service. 
They said the selection of the other 
three members had not been made, 
so far as they knew. The other 
positions are Director of: Streets 
and Sewers, Director of Public Wel- 
fare and Director of Public Safety. 

Politicians have speculated on the 
likelihood that Joseph Darst, real 
estate dealer and a leading worker 
in Dickmann’s campaign, may be 
named for one of the other placcs 
on the board. Darst is out of the 
city. 

Friends of Robert B. Brooks, Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers under 
Mayor Miller, and a Republican, 
have sought to have him retained 
under the new Democratic admin- 
istration. Persons acquainted with 
Dickmann doubt that Brooks will 
be reappointed. 

Each member of the Board of 
Public Service will receive $8000 
a year, less whatever deduction 
may be agreed on during the city’s 
financial stringency. The Board of 
Public Service and the City Coun- 
selor constitute the Mayor's un- 
official cabinet. 

Dickmann offered the place of 
City Counselor to Jesse McDonald, 
who managed Dickmann’s cam- 
paign as president of the Dick- 
mann-for-Mayor Club.

Administration Suffers First 
Defeat of Session on Plan 
to Guarantee Cost of Pro- 


duction. ‘

WASHINGTON, April 13.—By 
seven votes, the Senate today hand- 
ed the administration its first de- 
feat—inserting a cost-of-production 
guarantee into the big farm relief 
bill. 

A coalition of Democratic and 
Republican independents put it 
through, 47 to 40, in the face of 
repeatedly registered administra- 
tion disapproval. 

This followed within a few min- 
utes the approval by the House of 


the farm mortgage refinancing sec- 


tion of the relief bill, voted on by 
that branch separately. It went 
through by 387 to 12, after Speaker 
Rainey had blocked an attempt 
have a big currency inflation plan 
substituted for the entire plan. 

The House, which long ago ap- 
proved the farm B® lief bill, voted on 
the mortgage bill to shorten the 
time needed to bring both branches 
in agreement once the consolidated 
bill gets through the Senate. 

Change Is Not Mandatory. 

The amendment the Senate added 
to the bill is not mandatory, but 
merely authorizes the Secretary of 
Agriculture in helping the farmer 
to get more for his crops, to use 
the Simpson-Norris plan under 
which the farmer would be guar- 
anteed enough for his crops to 
cover his cost of production, and a 
“reasonable profit.” 

Party lines were forgotten in the 
voting. 28 Democrats kicking over 
the administration traces to line up 
with 18 Republicans and the lone 
Farmer-Laborite, Shipstead of Min- 
nesota, to keep the provision in the 
bill. Clark (Dem.), Missouri, voted 
for the provision. Patterson (Rep.), 
Missouri, voted against it. 

It veas the first record vote in the 
Senate on the farm program or any 
section of it. 

Immediately after the Senate 
voted, Senator Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi, made a motion to re- 
consider the action, but Senator 
Norris compelled a roll call by 
which the Harrison motion was ta- 
bled 46 to 41, preventing any fur- 
ther reconsideration. 

What Mortgage Bill Provides. 

The mortgage measure authorizes 
the Federal Land Banks to issue 
two billion dollars of farm-loan 
bonds, at a maximum interest rate 
of 4 per cent. These bonds are to be 
used, first to exchange for or pur- 
chase outstanding farm mortgages; 
second, to make new loans on farm 
mortgages, and third, after the ex- 
piration of one year, if the bonds 
are not required for the first two 
purposes, to refinance at lower in- 
terest any outstanding issues of 
Federal farm-loan bonds. It also 
authorizes the land banks for five 
years to grant moratoriums to farm 
borrowers, and $50,000,000 is author- 
ized for this purpose. — 

The interest rate on all outstand- 
ing and new mortgages held by the 
land banks is reduced for five years 
to 4% per cent and grants a mora- 
torium on the payment of principal 
for five years. A total of $15,000,- 
000 is authorized for this provision. 

Maximum Limit Increased. 

The maximum limit on loans by 
the land bank mortgage loans is in- 
creased from $25,000 to $50,000. 

The land banks are authorized to 
make direct loans to farmers where 
borrowing facilities are not avail- 
able. Receivers are authorized to 
borrow from the Reconstruction 
Corporation to pay taxes on farms.

WASHINGTON, April 13—The 
State Department today announced 
that it had instructed the American 
Legation at Port au Prince, Haiti, 
to surrender David P. Johnson, 
American Collector of Customs 
there, to the Haitian authorities. 
for trial in the island courts on 
charges of fraud. 

The department, in a formal 
statement, said Johnson “has con- 
fessed that he has been guilty of 


defrauding the Haitian customs and 
accepting bribes from Zrike Broth- 
ers, importers and merchants of 
Port au Prince.” 


“The fraud consisted in under- 
weighing the bales of merchandise 
consigned to the importers, duties 
being payable on the weight of each 
package,” the statement continued. 
“Suspicion was aroused several 
months ago that these frauds were 
being committed, as a result of 
which a thorough investigation was 
instiguted by the general receiver 

f customs, De la Rue. This inves- 
tigation indicated that Johnson was 
implfeated in these frauds. 

“As a result of Johnson’s confes- 
sion the Department of State on 
April 11 instructed the legation to 
inform the Haitian Government 
that it was willing to waive John- 
son’s immunity as a treaty official 
and surrender him to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Haitian courts. 

“Johnson has accordingly been 
surrendered to their jurisdiction.”

destroyers of the state. Plato said 2500 years ago 
that ruin follows when the trader rules. Shaw's 
description of what Mr. Hoover did not do, because 
as the chief executive of an impossible system he 
could not do it, is real acuteness in discernment. It 
has been true of all government in the United States 
since the World War. We were levitated by that 
catastrophe to a height from which we saw the great- 
est of all mirages—the end of the rainbow. It is not 
a pleasant thing to liquidate that golden age. 

Shaw has been a familiar among us for a great 
many years. He has been preaching to us, scolding 
us, belaboring us. It is embarrassing to us that he 
should have postponed’ a visit in the flesh to the 
United States until he found rule by the financiers and 
industrialists in a state of collapse. He would not 
be the author of all Shavian wit were he not merei- 
less. Like all the great literary figures of England, 
Shaw is a philosophical socialist. He sees the bones 
of British Government, and he sees the bones of gov- 
ernment here. All these men are alike in their dis- 
approbation of government for the benefit of the few 
at the expense of the many. They are too philosoph- 
ical, too far-seeing, too understanding, to believe 
that government of this sort can last. Knowing his- 
tory, they realize that this is exactly what has ruined 
all prior civilizations. Shaw says we stand on the 
brink of the abyss. 

It is one of the tragedies of human progress that 
we cannot be warned of consequences before they 
overwhelm us. The United States has had the benefit 
of as much prophecy as any country which persisted 
in folly to the bitter end. In the period after the 
Civil War the belief that the people should govern 
themselves, and that only evil could result from gov- 
ernment by wealth and privilege, undertook a stub- 
born offensive. It reached its height in the first 
Bryan campaign. e 

Unfortunately, the silver issue enabled the Hamil- 
tonians to cast the Jeffersonians in the role of eco- 
nomic hooliganism. The result was that precisely the 
thing which the United States could not afford to let 
happen did happen. The money changers and the in- 
dustrialists moved into the seats of the mighty. The- 
odore Roosevelt saw this plainly at the turning of the 
century. When he entered the White House he strove 
mightily to save the country from its own unwisdom. 
He invented the Big Stick. With this magical weapon 
he attacked privilege, the trusts, the “malefactors of 
great wealth.” But, like King Canute, he found the 
tide too strong. The honors of the 1907 panic went 
to the House of Morgan. It was more powerful than 
the White House. 

The failure of the Taft administration to keep the 
policies of Roosevelt split the Republican party in 
1912. For the first time since the second Cleveland 
term, the Democrats came into power. They were

When 
they were elected, they definitely promised 
(apart from the Ottawa agreement) that they 
would reduce customs duties, but they have 
increased them, and so broken their election 
pledges. ... We are hopeful that Roosevelt will 
have the power, or be given the power, to make 
agreements with other nations which will result 
in a revival of trade throughout the world. 


Further, a report by the United States Department 
of Commerce records reductions in the world rate by 
Australia on 20 groups of items, and increases on 
five groups. 3 

Thus it is apparent that the dwellers in the British 
Commonwealth manor have not only been unable to 
make themselves independent of the outside world, 
but have strengthened the walls of their own rooms. 
Individual nations have tried isolation, groups of na- 
tions have tried it, and all have learned that the 
benefits fall far short of the price they must pay. 
Hence, Mr. Roosevelt’s plan for reciprocal tariff 
agreements among the nations is welcomed by the 
victims of economic isolationism.

“Just now à very large proportion 
of the unhealthy mental reactions 
te the depression have their roots 
in various kinds of insecurities. 
Some of them spring from a lack of 
harmony within our own mental 
processes, while others are imposed 
on us from without in the shape 
of unsatisfactory economic and so- 
cial conditions. Emotional inse- 
curity causes fear and its resulting 
chain of symptoms.” 

Individuals, to feel emotionally 
secure, must develop at least two 
firm convictions, Dr. Pratt said. 
They are, first, that the individual | 
really belongs and is accepted 
and needed by the group of which 
he is a member, and, second, that 
he can do something exceptionally 
well. 

“Loss of employment or reduc- 
tion of income requires a change in 
physical habits along with lowered 
standards of living,” Dr. Pratt said. 
“Since his previous standards of 
living often are regarded by the 
individual: as outward symbols of 
his self-respect, his success and his 
status in the community, the need 
for lowering them tends to pro- 
duce or to light up previously ex- 
isting feelings of personal inade- 
quacy arising from the belief that, 
somehow, the individual himself 
must be to blame for the disaster 
that has overtaken him.” 

Dr. Pratt compared present cir- 
cumstances confronting the unem- 
ployed to those which arose during 
the World War, when, he said, the 
mental ill-health of many soldiers 
resulted because they were unable 
to adapt themselves to the problems 
and mental conflicts arising from 
their insecurity. 

Continuing his series of addresses 
under auspices of the Community 
Council, Dr. Pratt will speak at the 
high school tonight on “What the 
Depression Is Doing to Family 
tomorrow night on “Special 
Problems of Mental Hygiene 
Among Children and Adolescents” 
and Saturday night, at the Y. M. 
H. A. Union boulevard and Enright 
avenue, on “Practical Suggestions 
tor Dealing With Problems of 
Morale and Mental Health.“

Pius XI Revives Traditional Ceremony Inau- 


Sacred Days of Holy 


Week, Not Observed for 63 Vears. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, April 13.—Pope 
Pius XI. carried the blessed sacra- 
ment from its tabernacle in the 
Sistine Chapel to the Pauline 


Chapel for the first time since 1870 
today. There it will be exposed 
until tomorrow, good Friday. Thus 
the Pope, on the 1900th anniversary 
of Christ's institution of the 
Eucharist, restored to the Roman 
Catholic world one of its most pic- 
turesque traditions. 

The ritual, inaugurating the three 
most sacred days of Holy Week, 
was one of several symbolic acts 
abandoned by Pope Pius’ prede- 
cessors of the last 63 years. Pope 
Pius is reviving them as part of 
the extraordinary holy year pro- 
gram he initiated April 1. 
Surrounded by high dignitaries 
of the church and a few invited 
guests, he first said mass in the Sis- 
tine Chapel. Then, accompanied by 
the College of Cardinals and a uni- 
formed company of Noble and Swiss 
Guards, he carried the sacrament 
slowly in procession to the Pauline 
Chapel, where it was ceremoniously 
uncovered. . Tomorrow, he will take 
it back to the Sistine Chapel 
where he again will say a special 
mass. 

The bells of Rome’s 400 churches 


greeted Holy Thursday this morn- 
ing, but stopped ringing after a 
few minutes to remain silent until 
Saturday noon. The Catholic 
world is now mourning Christ's 
passion and death. 

Thousands of pilgrims, including 
many Americans, attended services 
in St. Peter's where Cardinal 
Pacelli officiated. 

Other thousands went to the 
cathedral of St. John Lateran, in 
Rome, to venerate the table which, 
tradition says, was used at the Last 
Supper. They also saw two skulls 
reputed to be those of Saints Peter 
and Paul, a part of the sponge said 
to have been lifted to Christ’s lips 
when he suffered thirst on the 
cross, and other prized relics. 

Priests in many churches re- 
enacted Christ’s washing of the 
Apostles’ feet. They elected 12 poor 
men for the purpose and after bath- 
ing their feet gave them food and 
money. Thirteen priests from for- 
eign countries were chosen for the 
ceremony in St. Peter’s, the thir- 
teenth representing St. Paul. 

Pope Pius presonally adminis- 
tered communion to Franz von 
Papen, Vice-Chancellor of Ger- 
many, and to Chancellor En- 
gelbert Dollfuss of Austria in the 
Sistine Chapel of the Vatican fol- 
lowing Holy Thursday mass today.

WILLARD GIBBS MEDAL 
T0 GERMAN SCIENTIST 


Dr. Richard Willstaetter, Noted 
for Organic Chemistry, a 
Nobel Prize Winner. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 13.—- Award 
of one of the foremost American 
science medals to a German, Dr. 
Richard Willstaetter of Munich, 
described in the announcement as 
“co-religionist of Prof. Albert Ein- 
stein” was made public last night 
by the American Chemical Society. 

The award is the Willard Gibbs 
Medal, bestowed annually by the 
Chicago section of the American 
Chemical Society. Dr. Willstaetter 
is a Nobel prize winner in chem- 
istry. The award described him as 
a “world leader in organic chem- 
istry.” 

His first great work was with 
cocaine alkaloids, and it led to the 
present commercial synthesis of 
local anaesthetics, including co- 
caine. 

The Nobel prize was given for his 
work on the green coloring matter 
of plants, chlorophyll, the chemical 
which probably accounts for the 
world’s entire food supply. It en- 
ables plants to use sunshine to 
manufacture their sugars 


by animals. 

From the start given them by 
Willstaetter, chemists believe they 
now are on the verge of discover- 
ing how to synthesize chlorophyll. 
This is a feat scientists regard as 
likely to open new fields of prog- 
ress in food and probably other 
branches of chemistry. 

In studying the green chemical 
Dr. Willstaetter showed that flow- 
er pigments, the anthocyanins, are 
closely related to chlorophyll and 
that nature has a simple chemical 
method of changing the blue of 
the cornflower to the red of the 
rose or the purple of the grape. 

The German is credited with rev- 
olutionizing methods of studying 
enzymes, minute but powerful 
chemical substances made by both 
plants and animals, and vitally re- 
lated to maintenance of life. 

His work with carotinoids has 
helped in separating these pink 
pigments of plants and in show- 
ing their kindship to vitamin A. 
In the petroleum field his studies 
are credited also with wide com- 
mercial applications. 

The medal will be given at the 
September meeting of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society in Cihcago.

W HEN the news of Frankiin’s victory was brought to Big Tim” 


All that lie was 


able to discover apparently was that Franklin was a distant relative 
of Theodore Roosevelt, a piece of news which must have struck ter- 
ror to his heart, for he turned to his henchmen and made a com- 


ment which thereafter one heard 


quoted for years to come. “You 


know these Roosevelts,“ he remarked facetiously, this fellow is 
still young. Wouldn’t it be safer to drown him before he grows up? 
If you don’t, he’ll cause trouble sure as shootin’ before he’s much 


older.” 

It almost looked as if his pro- 
phecy had come to pass when only 
a little while after Franklin had 
been seated the question as to who 
was to succeed Chauncey M. Depew 
came up before the Legislature. 

“Boss” Murphy, in spite of the 
storm of protest that was gather- 
ing, insisted upon submitting the 
name of Sheehan. Franklin was 
one of the opposing Senators who 
refused to stop thinking and do as 
he was told. On the contrary he 
set quietly to work organizing an 
upstate opposition movement. 
“Blue-eyed Billy” Sheehan, as he 
was called, was a typical machine 
product, right hand of the “trac- 
tion crowd,” and bound up with 
“special interests” to a degree that 
made the very submission of his 
name a political problem. Franklin, 
who had been elected on an “anti- 
bossism” platform, was determined 
to carry out his pledge to his con- 
stituents even though it meant an 
open break with the bosses of his 
own party. With the same energy 
and tenacity that characterized the 
battles he waged during his editor- 
ship of the “Crimson,” he canvassed 
his fellow members with the view 
to convincing them that beating 
Murphy at his own game did not 


need to be a lost cause unless by 


y their apathy they chose to make 


it so. He interested enough of the 
newly elected Senators and Assem- 
blymen to make quite a formidable 


showing. They used to meet and 


talk way into the night in the 
little house Franklin and Eleanor 
had taken in Albany. They smoked 
endless cigars during these all-night 
vigils and so thoroughly was the 
house permeated with tobacco 
fumes that the nursery, which was 
directly above the room in which 
these discussions took place, had 
to be moved to another floor to 
keep the babies from inhaling the 
stale vapors that percolated through 
the ceiling. 


S time went on, Franklin man- 

aged to rally enough men to his 

banner to cause the Sheehan 
group no little concern. The mo- 
ment had come for the meeting of 
the caucus, and the “insurgents,” 
as Franklin’s supporters were 
called, refused to attend. They con- 
tinued firm in their resolve 
during many weeks of ballot- 
ing which availed the Sheehan ad- 
herents nothing since without the 
insurgents they could not get the 
majority necessary to elect’ the 
Tammany candidate to the United 
States Senate. 

When once it became a definite 
deadlock, pressure of all kinds was 
brought to bear. One of my son's 
ex-law partners, associated in busi- 
ness with him during those years, 
recalls that when it became appar- 
ent that the opposition to Sheehan 
was more than a futile gesture on 
Franklin’s part, one of their most 
influential clients telephoned and 
suggested that it might be an ex- 
cellent idea for Franklin to aban- 
don his activities in that direction. 
When Franklin’s partner informed 
his client that he would not try to 
influence him, first, because he felt 
sure my son knew what he was 
doing and second, because it was 
none of his business, he found that 
not only was all of his law work 
and that of his affiliates immedi- 
ately withdrawn, but all of their 
bills contracted prior to the Shee- 
han fight remained unpaid. 


This, I understand, was only one 
of many such tactics employed by 
the interests bent upon sending 
Sheehan to Washington, but Frank- 
lin and his courageous little coterie 
ignored each new threat as it ap- 
peared and stood their ground. Ul- 
timately after nearly two and a half 
months of wrangling, Charlie Mur- 
phy was forced to believe that the 
“insurgents” were out to stay and 
late in March a compromise was 
finally effected whereby Justice 
James A. O’Gorman was elected on 
the sixty-fourth ballot. Interesting- 
ly enough, my boy tells me, the 
clash was eventually settled through 
the good offices of three men who 
were known at that time as Assem- 
blyman Alfred E. Smith, Assembly- 
man James E. Foley (now Surro- 
gate of New York) and State Sen- 
ator Robert Wagner. 

Thereafter senatorial life as con- 
trasted with the conflict Franklin 
had just engaged in, seemed a very 
much tamer affair. Old wounds 
were healed and bitterness forgot- 
ten. More often than not Franklin 
found himself advocating measures 
supported by Tammany when they 
concerned themselves with social 
welfare programs dealing specifi- 
cally with child labor, improvement 


at factory conditions and the limit- 


ing of working hours. In each in- 
stance these were fine, constructive 
which 


prove. This was a factor he had 
to take very largely into consid- 
eration for, you must rem he

voters in so far as they made their 
desires known to him through their 
votes. 

This noble endeavor which was 
considered, I must admit, a little 
quixotic by some of his contempo- 
raries, very nearly tied his hands 
in a way that would have proved 
rather disastrous. One day a very 
silly bill was introduced preventing 
experimentation upon animals of 
any kind, either dead or alive. It 
was an obviously unfair measure 
and would have put an end to any 
medical research in that direction 
in the future. Hundreds of postal 
cards obviously disseminated by a 
handful of people urging that he 
support the bill, started to pour in 
from his constituents—voters who 
really did not know what the bill 
contained. He had pledged himself 
to abide by the expressed wishes 
of his district. He did not know 
what to do. Finally the happy 
idea dawned upon him, that he too 
might organize a little unit whose 
function it would be to distribute 
cards among voters—but postals 
that would urge, just as persuasive- 
ly, that he vote against the bill 
rather than for it. Not long after 
he found himself being deluged 
with advices of the desired variety 
and was able, with a comparatively 
clear conscience, to vote as his own 
good sense dictated.

URING Franklin’s first term in 
DP) ine Senate he took an active 

part in all branches of the 
work. He served as chairman of 
the Forest, Fish and Game Com- 
mittee and was a member of the 
Canals, Railways and Agricultural 
Committees besides. He had 
emerged victor in a controversy 
over a principle and had never 
failed to oppose an unworthy meas- 
ure. All in all it had been a thrill- 
ing experience that had enriched 
his life, but the time had come, he 
felt, to turn once again to his busi- 
ness interests and the practice of 
law. A campaign for re-election 
beckoned alluringly but in 1912 he 
had put the idea definitely behind 
him. He had no sooner made his 
decision than a rumor reached him 
that “Boss” Murphy and his co- 
horts were just as well pleased to 
have him withdraw from the fray 
and that in any event they would 
oppose his renomination. His plans 
underwent an immediate change. 

Once more he took the stump, 
this time declaring himself for the 
continuance of the policies advo- 
cated in his initial campaign and 
asking the support of his constitu- 
ents on the basis of performance 
rather than promise. While Frank- 
lin toured the district renewing ac- 
quaintances and making new 
friends, Eleanor and the children 
settled down at Hyde Park to 
await results. Always a firm be- 
liever in the magic of the spoken 
word, he lost no opportunity of ad- 
dressing crowds, however slim. 

Late one afternoon he was sched- 
uled to speak at Pawling. It went 
over with apparent success and aft- 
er a light supper at the Dutcher 
House there, Franklin and his 
party drove on to Poughkeepsie 
and home. Imagine his astonish- 
ment then when upon picking up 
the newspaper the next morning 
the following headlines stared him 
in the face, “Dutcher House prac- 
tically burned to the ground. Sen- 
ator Fraklin D. Roosevelt hero of 
the hour.

the flames.” To this day, Frank- 
lin has been trying to discover who 
and by his bravery turned him into 
a local hero.

Germ-Laden Pockets 


HE dirty and infected condition 
T ot pockets of the ordinary ‘gar- 

ment is, one physician has said, 
“a reflection on the progress o1 
hygiene.” . 

Practical hygienists will agree. 
that the pocket must be a very hap- 
py environment for a variety of 
germs, particularly when kerchiefs 
used to deposit the excretions of 
the nose and throat are kept in 
one’s pockets. 

One doctor recently invented a re- 
movable pocket. Some ingenous 
soul may invent one that sterilizes 
itself. 

It is known that certain metallic 
salts, for example, silver, have an 
inhibitory: and destructive erzrect 
upon germs. It might be possible to 
treat the fabrics out of which pock- 
ets are made with some such me- 
tallic salt. 

Many simple mechanisms in civ- 
flized life have contributed indi- 
rectly to the progress of hygiene 
and the prevention of sickness. 

Undoubtedly the invention of and 
the widespread use or table equip- 
ment have done much toward the 
prev ntion of disease. When man 
learned to use a fork and knife, in- 
dividual plates and spoons, he not 
only acquired good manners, but 
also added a safeguard to his 
health. 

Experience must have taught 
men that unclean hands are a men- 
ace to life, for many religions re- 
quire their adherents to wash their 
hands before touching food. 

The careful washing of the hands 
with soap and warm water will, in 
a very large measure, destroy what- 
ever infectious material one may 
pick out of the pockets.
